Former clipper ships have been 
asgisted In the water by pontoons 
suspended from the wings, No. 7 
has a supporting device, new to 
American design, which fis called a:

With normal stopping periods in- 
eluded, a ship of this type could 
fly from New York to London In 
about 83 hours, averaging 160 miles 
an hour, hat {8 less than the time 
required to go from New York to 
Chicago and back by rail.
